"OLD MEN POE COUNSEL?" 


The old proverb, "Old men for counsel and young 


taen for war," like so many of our proverbs crystal- 
izes an untruth, which is more and more being ques- 
tioned. The boy who was fond of lying abed in the 
morning was taunted by his mother with the old 
proverb, "It is the early bird that catches the worm/' 
The boy retorted that lie noticed that it was the early 
'worm that was always caught. 


Sir Charles Dilke in his memoirs once asked. 


"What is Europe?" and he answered, "Europe is a 
small group of wicked okl men meeting in a room to- 
gether, and wearing medals on their breast." And 
here comes Dr. Thomas, president emeritus of Bryn 
Mawr College, herself old enough to be retired from 
active duty, saying, "Elder statesmen are a great 
mistake. I believe that if the men in control of af- 
fairs in this country and abroad were under 40 in- 
stead of over 69, the world would not be in its present 
condition, and as far as I am concerned. I am going to 
try to confine my activities to applauding and back- 
ing up the younger generation. I believe in the pres- 
ent generation planning what it has to put through." 


It has been usually thought that age with its 


background of experience is able to direct more wise- 
jy. But much of our later experience shows that age 
itself is not guided by experience. If it were, it 
would not have messed up world affairs as badly as 
it has. There is plenty of experience in the back- 
ground to show how foolish and demoralizing their 
course has been. The old men either did not know of 
the existence of this mass of experience, or they de- 
' liberately blinked it. In either case, they are very un- 
safe for counsel. 


It is only when age is electrified with the spirit 


of youth that its counsel amounts to anything. Busi- 
.ness is constantly taking in new blood, and retiring 
age. Why should it not be the same in government? j 
This is not to say that a man over 40 ought to be 
chloroformed. It simply means that counsel should 
be given, regardless of age, by men who are fitted 
to give it, and that age does not

The dis- 
tance between the shelves should be 
not less than ten inches for short 
books, with more space between 
shelves intended for tall books.
